If you are on social 
security the benefits are not high 
enough, but if you are paying social 
security the tax load is too great 
and the program is going broke. 
If you are unemployed the 
welfare and other benefits are not 
enough but if you have a job the 
whole program is a ripoff for the 
lazy.

programs,

housing programs, and so forth. 
Washington has spent billions on 
health and has failed to provide 
hospital and medical care at prices
